—and 26,040 deaths, representing an annual rate of 22:7 per 1,000. 
_ In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 
Trish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
- enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 5,740 persons emigrated. 
_ A decrease of 3,994 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in 
the population during the quarter. The population estimated to the 
middle of this year is 4,584,434.* : 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 32-1 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 22-8 per 1,000. 
_ The:birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-3 over the average rate 
_ for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, but 0-1 under 
_ the rate for the first quarter of 1894. The deaths are below those 
registered in the corresponding: quarter of 1894 to the extent of 729 ; 
q the death-rate is 0:6 under the rate for that quarter, but 0-4 over 
_ the average for the first quarter of the ten years 1885-94. 
_ Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1894, the © 
_ returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a 
_ decrease of 303 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
: Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 1,840 or 22 per cent., 
4 in te average number of persons on out-door relief.

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Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten. years 
1885-94 the number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 2,166, - 
or 4-6 per cent., and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease 
of 2,549, or 4:0 per cent. The estimated decrease in the population as 
compared with the average population for those years was 3:5 per cent. 

The marriage-rate (4°4) for the fourth quarter of 1894 is 0°4 over the 
average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1884-98.

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MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,105) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1894 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4-4 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being Q°1 over the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
the previous year. The total number of marriages registered during 
the year was 21,602, or 4:7 per 1,000 of the population; 14,795 
marriages were registered under the provisions of the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 
90, and 6,807 under the 7 & 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being 
equal to 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6:0 per 1,000 of the members of 
all other religious persuasions. Compared with the averages for the 
previous ten years, the rate for Roman Catholic marriages shows an 
increase of 0:3, and that for all other marriages an increase of 0:2. 
Of the 21,602 marriages registered last year, 6,068 were registered in 
the first quarter, 5,301 in the second, 5,128 in the third, and 5,105 in

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
March last was 27,786—14,446 boys and 13,340 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:2, or 24:2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1885-94 was 28,434, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23-9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. Thus the birth-rate was 0-3 over the average. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 


Leinster, 23-5 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891; Munster, 225; Ulster, 24:7; and Connaught, 23:3. 


The highest county birth-rate* is 31:0 for Antrim, and the lowest 
17°6 for Wicklow. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Dublin, 29:1; Down, 27:°6; Mayo, 25:6; Kerry, 24:6; and London- 
derry, 24:4 ; and the lowest five are—Monaghan, 18:1; Carlow, 18-2; 
Fermanagh, 18:6; Queen’s, 19:0; and Tyrone, 19:1. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
31st March last was 26,040—12,703 males and 13,337 females—afford- 
ing an annual ratio of 1 in every 44:0, or 22-7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, against an average rate of 22°3 per 1,000 for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the last ten years. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 25:9 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 20:1; in Ulster, 23:1 ; 
and in Connaught, 17°]. 


The county death-rates* range from 14°5 in Kerry, to 34:2 in 
Dublin. - Between these rates the lowest five are—Roscommon, 15:9 ; 
Sligo, 16°2; Mayo, 16:6; Cavan, 17-4; and Clare, 17-6; and the 
highest five are— Armagh, 26°5 ; Antrim, 26:2 ; Limerick, 
24:2 ; and Londonderry, 23:7.

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Ages.—Of the 26,040 deaths registered last quarter, 5,029, or 11°6 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 11,857 or 45:5 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 109-0 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children:under 1 
year old equalled 11°9 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 10:4 per cent.; in Ulster, 12:3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
11:3 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 43:2 per cent. 3 in 
Munster to 48°5 per cent.; in Ulster to 43°8 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 50:7 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Notwithstanding the prolonged winter and the general prevalence of 
influenza and its pulmonary complications, the death-rate in: Ireland 
for last quarter was not much in excess of. the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the last ten years, and it was somewhat under the 
rate for the first quarter of 1894, when influenza was very fatal in many 
localities. Deaths from small-pox were more numerous in’ Dublin 
than they were in that city during the preceding three months, but the 
disease showed a marked tendency to decline in the latter part of the 
quarter: there were also some deaths from small-pox in a few provin- 
cial districts. The mortality from almost all of the other principal 
zymotic diseases was below the average for the March quarter of the 
last five years. Ce 

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered during last quarter is -1,223, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 1:1 per 1,000 living, being equal to the rate for the 
preceding three months, 0-3 under that for the first quarter of last 
year, and 0:2: under the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1885-94, } |

‘Smatl-pox.—Deaths from small-pox, which numbered 18 in the third 
quarter of last year, and 52 in the following three months, rose last 
quarter to 94, of which 76 were in the Dublin Registration District 
(where 50. of the 52 deaths in the preceding quarter were registered) ; 
8 in Newry Union, and 1 in each of the following Unions :—Drogheda, 
Enniscorthy, Gorey, Kilkenny, Letterkenny, Lurgan, Naas, and 
Parsonstown. No deaths from this disease were registered in ‘either 
Munster or Connaught provinces: the total ‘number for Leinster was 
83 and for Ulster 10. The only deaths from small-pox registered in the 
March quarter of any of the five years 1890-94 were 4 during the first 
quarter of 1891. 


Weasles.—The mortality from measles, although slightly in excess of 
that for the preceding three months, was much below the average for 
the March quarter, the total number. of deaths from this cause ‘being 
135, or 109 below the average for the first quarter of the last ten years, 
and 282 under the number for the first ore of 1894. Of the 135 
deaths 109 occurred in the Province of Ulster, 24 in Connaught, 2 
only in Leinster, and none in Munster. The 109 deaths in Ulster 
comprise 53 in the Union or Superintendent Registrar’s District of 
Belfast ; 25—equal to an annual rate of 8-7 per 1,000 of the population 
—in the Urban Sanitary District of Lurgan ; and 5—equivalent to an 
annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000—in Bangor District, Newtownards Union. 


Scarlatina caused 133 deaths, being 31 over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the last ten years, but 14 under the number 
for the first quarter of 1894, and 29 under that for the quarter ended 
the 31st of December last. There are seven Unions in which 5 or more 
deaths from scarlatina occurred, and in these taken collectively there 
were 54 deaths, or 41 per cent. of the total number for Ireland. The 
Unions referred to are :—Belfast with 13 deaths, Cookstown, 7 deaths 
_ (all of which occurred in Pomeroy district, this mortality being equal 
_ to anannual death-rate of 4:2 per 1,000 of the population of the district) ; 
Dublin, South, 7 ; Limerick, 11; Londonderry, 5; Lurgan, 5; and Rath- 
down, 6. The respective numbers for the four provinces are :— 
. Leinster, 30 ; Munster, 26 ; Ulster, 62 ; and Connaught, 15.

The only Unions in which 5 or more deaths ftom this 
disease were Fogrseat oe are Ballinrobe and Inishowen, in the former of 
which there were 5 deaths, and in the latter 7; the number for Inish- 
owen being equivalent to an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000 persons. 


| Whooping-cough.— Deaths from whooping-cough, which had risen 
from 205.in the September quarter of last year to 266 in the following 
three months, further rose last quarter to 353, but this number is 39 
under that for the corresponding quarter of last year, and 31 below the 
average for the first quarter of the five years 1890-94. ighteen of 
the 159 Unions contribute 258, or nearly three-fonrths of the deaths 
from this disease. These Unions (in each of which 5 or more deaths 
from whooping-cough were registered) comprise the following, in which 
the deaths from this cause represent an annual rate not less than 1 per 
1,000 of their population :—Ballina, 1:0 per 1,000; Ballymoney, 1:1 ; 
Banbridge, 1-0 (the 12 deaths from this disease including 9—equal to an 
annual rate of 4°7 per 1,000 of the population—in Dromore district) ; 
Bantry, 1:6 ; Cootehill, 1-6 (7 of the 8 deaths from this disease occurring 
in Tullyvin distr ict, being a mortality equal to an annual rate ei) 4°2 per 
1,000 of the population “of the district) ; Cork, 15 ; Lurgan, 2°6 (the

38 deaths in that Union including 23—equal to an annual rate of 8:0 
per 1,000—in the Urban Sanitary district of Lurgan, where, as stated 
above, there were also 25 deaths from measles) ; Mallow, 1°4 ; Rathdrum, 
1:0; and Westport, 1:3, the 12 deaths from this disease in the last- 
named Union including 6—equal to an annual rate of 3:9 per 1,000—in 
Newport district. The provincial distribution of the deaths from 
whooping-cough was as follows :—Leinster, 77 (including 29 in the 
Dublin Registration District) ; Munster, 83 (of which 44 were in the 
City of Cork) ; Ulster, 153 (including 40 in the City of Belfast) ; and 
Connaught, 40. 

Diphtheria.—The mortality from diphtheria was much less than in 
the preceding three months, and was slightly below the average for the 
March quarter, the number of deaths being 90, or 23 under the number 
for the preceding quarter, and 2 below the average for the first quarter 
of the last five years. Of the 90 deaths, 11 were in Leinster, an 
equal number in Munster, 62 in Ulster, and 6 in Connaught. There 
are 4 Unions in each of which 5 or more deaths from diphtheria 
occurred: in those Unions, all of which are in Ulster, 32 deaths from 
this disease were registered, being more than one-third of the total 
number for Ireland. The Unions referred to are Ballymena, where 
there were 5 deaths from this cause ; Belfast, 14 deaths ; Monaghan, 7 ; 
and Omagh, 6. 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The averagenumber of deaths 
returned under this heading for the March quarter of the last five years 
was 41, while for last quarter there were but 23 so returned, viz. :—8 
in Leinster, 4 in Munster, 4 in Ulster, and 7 in Connaught. ‘Three 
deaths were returned from each of the following Unions :—Belfast, 
Dublin North, and Tuam. 


Enteric Fever.—The number of deaths (171) from enteric fever is 
equal to that for the preceding quarter, but shows a decline of 19 as 
compared with the average for the first quarter of the last five years. 
In the province of Leinster there were 51 deaths from this disease ; in 
Munster, 41; in Ulster, 66; and in Connaught, 13. Of the 171 
deaths for Ireland, 83, or nearly one-half occurred in the following six 
Unions :—Belfast, where there were 32 deaths ; Carlow, 6 deaths (equal 
to an annual rate of 0-7 per 1,000 living) ; Cork, 6 ; Dublin, North, 12; 
Dublin, South, 22; and ‘Lipperary, 5. 

‘Biarrhea.—There were only 163 deaths from diarrhcea recorded, 
being 54 or 25 per cent. below the average for the corresponding quarter 
of the last five years: 43 occurred in Leinster (including 24 in the 


Dublin Registration District), 33 in Munster, 76 in Ulster, and 11 in 
Connaught. 


Simple Cholera.—Three deaths, 2 of which occurred in Leinster, and 
1 in Munster, were ascribed to this disease. 


- Hydrophobia —-One death from this cause occurred in Munster. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :--Small-pox in 19 districts, measles in 12, scarlatina in 35, 
whooping-cough in 34, diphtheria in 8, fever in 26 (typhus 10, simple 
continued and ill-defined fever 3, and enteric 13), and influenza in 133. 

Enquests-__There were 729 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 36 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 35 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 35, in Ulster 1 to 32, and in Connaught 1 to 69.

VACCINATION. 


ete ie to the Returns of Vaccination received for the first quarter 
of the year 1895, there were 18,244 persons successfully vaccinated ; 
in 3,463. cases the operation.was postponed, and 81 children were 
reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,711 un- 
vaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 23,499 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Jreland during the quarter

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at. the’Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 4s. ld. to 4s. 1ld. In the first quarter of 1894 
the average prices were 2s. 3d. to 3s. 1d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1885 they were 2s. 2d. to 2s. 7d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 46s. to 56s. per cwt.

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1895 
was 29°855 inches, against an average of 29°946 inches for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the five years 1890-94 ; the highest reading (30-614 
inches) was on the 30th January, at 9 p.m., wind F.; and the lowest 
(28°702 inches) on the 27th March, at 9 p.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 36°3°, against 
an average of 40°9° for the first quarter of the five years 1890-94. The 
maximum temperature was 59:0°, and the minimum 7:9°. The maxi- 
mum heat in sun was 108°6°, and the minimum on the grass 4:0°. 

Rain or snow fell on 57 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 8°100 inches, against an average of 5:138 inches for the first 
quarter of the five years 1890-94. The greatest monthly rainfall was 
in January, when 4°415 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 27 days from W., on 16 days from E., on 10 days 
from N., on 8 days each from 8.E. and N.W., on 6 days from 8.W., 
on 5 days from N.E., on 3 days from 8., and the air was calm on 7 
days at 9 A.M.

I. PROVINCE OF LEINSTER. 


Carlow County. 


BALTINGLASS; Kiltegan, part  of-— 
Influenza increasing during last half of 
March ; very prevalent. Snow ‘unprece- 
dented in depth—from 6 to 15 feet (frozen 
for weeks) onthe mountain roads ; several 
houses buried, in one case the inhabitants 
escaped by the chimney, and in anothera 
dead body lay unburied for nine days. In 
accordance with Sydenbam’s law the pro— 
longed cold, being succeeded by warmth 
and changeable weather, produced universal 
illness. 


CarLow; Bagenalstown.—Owing to the 
severity of the weather there have been 
only three children vaccinated. 


Cartow ; Borris.—Owing to _ the 
severity of the winter very few children 
were brought for vaccination. 


Cartow ; Carlow, part of, W.—Influenza 
prevailed extensively, and no doubt ac- 
counts to a certain extent for the large 
number of deaths registered. Amongst 
the deaths four persons were aged 80 years 
and upwards, and two persons aged 95 
years. 


Cartow ; Fennagh and Myshall.—The 
severe snow prevented children being 
brought for vaccination till the last few 
weeks. 


Cartow ; Leighlinbridge.—Severity of 


the weather I believe to be the cause of so 
few vaccinations. 


Enniscortuy ; Newtownbarry, part of-— 
Some cases of whooping-cough and 
influenza, but in spite of the unusual 
severity of the weather the health of the 
district remained fairly good, 

New Ross ; St. Mullins.—Owing to the 
exceptionally severe winter. the children 
were not brought for vaccination. 


Dublin County. 


BALROTHERY; Ki/sallaghan. — Fight 
cases of influenza of mild type, the fever in 
no case exceeding 103°, and-lasting more 
than three days, occurred during last 
quarter. Otherwise district healthy. 


BALROTHERY ;Lusk.—Influenza _pre- 
valent. 


Batrotuery ; Swords. — There has 
been an outbreak of influenza, but I have 


had no death from or attributable to it. 


CELBRIDGE ; 


Rathcoole.—Influenza all 
over the district. * 


Dustin Nortu; Blanchardstown and 
Castleknock.~-Three cases of small-pox 
occurred, also several cases of mild scarla- 
tina. Since the mild weather set in there 
has been an epidemic of influenza in a mild. 
form. 


Dustin Nortri; Coolock and Drum- 
condra, No.1.—In addition to the primary 
vaccinations I vaccinated 600 ~ persons. 
There were many cases which had not 
furnished me with a cause for postpone- 
ment, but I am sure the extreme severity of 
the months of January and_ February 
deterred many from bringing out their 
infants. ut 


Dusiin NortH ; Coolock and Drum- 
condra No. 2.—Re-vaccination was -per- 
formed in 249cases. Mumps and influenza 
have been prevalent. . 


Dustin SoutH; Tallaght.—Owing to 
influenza vaccination falling off; re—vacci- 
nated 338 persons. 


Ratapown ; Blackrock and Stillorgan, 
No. 2.—-Several cases of influenza -were 
attended, but all of a mild type.

—No vaccination 
performed in consequence of the severe 
frost and snow.

New Ross; Dysartmoon. —The very 
heavy fall of snow prevented some children 
from being vaccinated ; one death over 95 
years of age. 


Knockhtopher. — With 
the exception of a few cases of influenza 
and bronchial affections, the district has 
been healthy. 


_ Warerrorp ; Kilmakevoge.—Vaccina- 


tion postponed owing to inclemency of 


weather.

_ EpENDERRY; Edenderry, W.—Influenza 


has been very prevalent, also chest affec— 


tions amongst infants, consequently there 
have been no primary vaccinations. The 


severity of the weather also prevented 


anfants being brought to the stations.

In 
most cases there is gastric catarrh and 
violent headache, followed by extreme 
weakness ; there were no deaths from it. 
Ten of the deaths were of persons over 70 
years' of age. -Vaccinations postponed 
early i in the quarter owing to the Hae of 
the weather. 


TULLAMORE; Tullamore, wpe tata 


is very prevalent, with catarrhal pneumonia 


and severe tonsillitis. 


Longford County. 


Lonerorp; Longford, W. 
small-pox (discrete) occurred in the middle 
of January. The patient contracted it in 
Dublin and arrived in Longford in the 
eruptive stage. The patient was removed 
to the workhouse hospital, and there re- 
covered. There was no other case. Vac- 
cinations and re-vaccinations were numerous. 
Over 30 cases of typhoid fever happened in 
this district. It seems to be on the decline 
now. 





Louth County. 


ARDEE; Castlebellingham. — Influenza 
and whooping-cough epidemic with some 
cases of scarlatina simplex. 


DroGHEDA; St. Mary's, part oft. —— 
Epidemic influenza has been very prevalent 
during the last month of the quarter, many 
old people being affected with it, and lung 
complications making it rather fatal. Two 
cases of small-pox occurred during quarter, 
but were removed to hospital and the dis- 
ease did not spread. 


DrocHEDA ; Termonfeckin.——Influenza 
generally prevalent as an epidemic. 


DuNDALK ; Dromiskin.—Influenza_pre- 
valent. 


DunpaLk; Dundalk, W.—The quarter 
has. been remarkable for the occurrence of 
two cases of small-pox and for the very 
severe epidemic of influenza which com- 
menced about the middle of February and 
continued through March. There have 
been no fresh cases for the past few days, 
so that I believe we are nearly done with 
it. ow 

Dunpatxk ; Ravensdale.—Influenza  pre- 
valent, also ‘whooping- cough. Health : of 
district ‘‘ indifferent.” 


Meath County. 


ARDEE; Drumcondra.—--The ages of the 
primarily vaccinated range from 55 years to 
3 months, eleven being from 18 months to 
55 years, ‘thus leaving nine at 3 months or 
upwards. The adult of 55 years of age 
when having her grandchild vaccinated re- 
quested vaccination for herself, which was 
performed with calf lymph. She then 
volunteered a statement of inoculation’ in 
infancy, and on the 8th day, when in- 
spected, exhibited perfect vaccine vesicles, 
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Droeuerpa ; St. Mary's, part of, W.- 
See note under head of Louth county. 


DroauEpa ; Stamullen.—Four cases of 
‘‘ small--pox ” occurred during the month of 
January, all of which I had at once re- 
moved to hospital; all infected clothing 
destroyed; house thoroughly disinfected. 
I performed a large number of re-vaccina- 
tions. The precautions adopted have pre- 
vented the spread of the disease, as no fresh 
case has occurred since the 22nd January. 
Influenza has become epidemic during the 
past month. 


DUNSHAUGHLIN ; 
enza very prevalent. 


Keuts; Moynalty, part of--Of the 
deaths registered four were over seventy 
years, three over eighty, and one ninety- 
five. / 

NAvAN; Navan, W.--Influenza has been 
prevalent during the last month of the 
quarter, two deaths having been registered 
ascaused by it. The continued low tem- 
perature, with severe frost, caused high 
mortality where organic disease of the heart 
or lungs had previously existed. 


Navan ; Painestown._-With the excep- 
tion of. some cases of influenza the district 
is remarkably healthy. 

Trim; Innfield--Three mild cases of 
scarlatina occurred. 

Trim; Summerhill.—Influenza very pre- 
valent.

ABBEYLEIX ; Ballinakill. -— Influenza 
prevalent during March, but not proving 
fatal in any case. 


Cartow; Carlow, part of.—See note 
under head of Carlow county. 


MOUNTMELLICK ; Clonygowan, part of.— 
See note under head of King’s county. 


MovuNTMELLICK ; Lmo.-—There are some 
eases of vaccination standing over, but I 
did not encourage the mothers to expose 
the children to the cold by bringing them 
out in the inclement weather, having seen 
such bad results therefrom. 


Westmeath County. 


ATHLONE; Athlone No. 1, W.--A case 
of small-pox, which was seen by me on the 
13th Jauuary last for the first time is now 
quite convalescent; no further case, so far, 
arose. 

ATHLONE; Moate.—-Death of a woman 
registered as 105 years of age. 


Devin; Delvin, W.--There have been 
some mild cases of influenza. 


MULLINGAR ; Castletown Geoghegan.— 
Owing to the severe season very few 
children were presented for vaccination. 
As I have three stations during present 
month (April) I hope to have all children 
over three months old vaccinated. 
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Muuurnear; Mullingar, W.--Owing to 
the spread of small-pox I have been called 
upon to re-vaccinate a large number of 
persons. 


Wexford County. 


EnniscortHy ; Enniscorthy, No. 2, W.— 
One death from small-pox, child was un- 
vaccinated. 


Enniscortuy ; Newtownbarry, part of. 
—See note under head of Carlow county. 


GoREY ; Camolin. -- Whooping-cough 
very prevalent. 


GorzEy ; Coolgreany.—One death regis- 
tered at 101 years of age. . 


New Ross; Fethard, No. 1.—Two cases 
of diphtheria occurred; both were treated 
with antitoxic serum with remarkably good 
results. 


New Ross; Fethard, No. 2.--Owing 
to the prevalence of bronchitis I did not 
vaccinate. Now that the fine weather is 
coming in, I will see to the children at 
once. 


New Ross; Old Ross.—One case of 
scarlatina. It was immediately removed 
to hospital, and no other case appeared. 
No case presented itself for primary vac- 
cination owing probably to severity of the 
weather, 


WeExrForRD ; Bannow.—Influenza very 
prevalent. Seven cases of scarlatina. 


WEXx¥FoRD ; Broadway.—Scarlatina of a 
mild type was prevalent in January. 


WExrForD; Crossabeg. — Vaccination 
backward owing to the inclemency of the 
weather. 


Wicklow County. 


BALTINGLASS; Baltinglass, part of, ve 
See note under head of Kildare county. 


BALTINGLASS ; Kiltegan, part of. —See 
note under head of Carlow county. 


Ratupown ; Delgany.—-Deaths at ad- 
vanced ages: two each at 73 and 85 years, 
and one each at 62, 64, 77, 82, 84, and 92 | 
years. There were 153 cases of re-vaccina-— 
tion from 10 years of age and upwards, and 
37 under 10 years of age. 


RATHDOWN ; Powerscourt.--One death 
at 90 years of age registered. A very 
severe type of influenza prevalent during 
March. It is now beginning to abate. 


RATHDRUM ; Newcastle.—Influenza pre- 
valent, with all its complications, but is 
not nearly so fatal as the last epidemic, 
Owing to the epidemic of small-pox in 
Dublin many people came in for re-vac- 
cination. 


RATHDRUM ;\ Wicklow.—Influenza and 
whooping-cough very prevalent, — 
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Clare County. 


CorroFIN ;_ Corrofin, W.-- Influenza 
appeared again on the breaking up of frost. 
It is so far of a mild type. 


Ennis ; Crusheen.—Vaccination back- 
ward in consequence of the intensely cold 
weather. The water supply in the neigh- 
bourhood of Toonagh Dispensary is bad. 
A pump ought, in my opinion, be erected 
before the hot weather sets in. 


Ennis; Newmarket. — Whooping-cough 
and scarlatina of a mild type occurred in a 
portion of the district. . Influenza prevailed 
extensively, with serious consequences on 
the heart and lungs. 


ENNISTIMON ; Ennistimon, W.--Vaccina- 
tion slow owing to severity of the weather, 
also outbreak of influenza and scarlet fever 
(scarlatina). 


Ennistimon ; Miltown Malbay.-_-Some 
cases of scarlatina have occurred in the far 
ends of my district, and one in town—but 
it does not appear to be making much of an 
advance. 


ENNISTIMON ; 
rather prevalent, mild type; 
scarlet fever or measles. 


_ Kinuapyszert ; Ballynacally, W.—In- 
fluenza of a pulmonary type is very preva- 
lent for some weeks, three deaths being 
caused. by it. I note the total number of 
deaths exceeds that of births, notwith- 
standing the small mortality in young adults. 


Roadford. — Influenza 
free from 


KILLADYSERT ; Labasheeda.—I registered 
the death of a woman whose age was stated 
to be 103 years, she had a most healthy 
existence, and retained all her faculties to 
‘the last. 


~ KitrvusH; Carrigaholt.—Cases of scar- 
latina were prevalent, but of a mild type.’ 
Nodeath, Few vaccinations in consequence 
of the prevalence of the disease. 


Kitrusn; Kilmihil.—Vaccination post- 
-poned, owing to the prevalence of influenza. 


KitrusH; Kilrush, W.—Influenza pre- 
valent during the quarter, but the cases 
Were not so numerous or severe as on former 
occasions. 


Lrmerick; Bridgetown.--Influenza of a 
mild type, and scarlatina were extant. 


_ ScarrirF ; Feakle.—A great number of 
people are complaining of the respiratory 
organs owing to the very severe winter. 


Scarrire ; Mountshannon, part of, W.— 
The. severity of the winter has prevented 
people bringing their children to be vaccin- 
ated. 


Tutxia ; Kilkishen.—-Scarlatina was pre- 
valent in Kilkishen during the early part of 
the quarter, but no deaths took place. A 
mild influenza was in most of the district 
during last two weeks. 
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Cork County. 


BANDon ; Murragh.—Two deaths regis- 
tered, one 93 years and one 92 years. 


Bantry; Bantry, W.--Whooping-cough 
has been very prevalent, also chest diseases. 


Bantry; Durrus and Kilcrohane.—A 
good many cases of influenza of a severe 
type. I had four cases of enteric fever in 
one house, all of which are out and about 
now. The ages of nine of the deaths 
registered varied from 62 to 103 years. 
Vaccination backward on account of. in- 
fluenza. 


Bantry; Glengarrif—There has been 
an epidemic of influenza and whooping- 
cough during the past six months, which 
prevented the children being brought to the 
dispensary for vaccination. 


Bantry; Kealkill—-A few cases of 
whooping-cough. The death of a woman, 
aged 101 years, was registered. 


CASTLETOWN; Kilcatherine. — Vaccin- 
ation retarded by the severe weather which 
prevailed. Influenza making its appearance 
in this district. 

Cork; Ballincollig.—Epidemic of per- 
tussis (whooping-cough), mild form, passing 
away. Influenza at present existing. 


Cork ;. Carrigaline, No. 2.—Several 
cases of influenza. 


DunMANWAY ;_ Ballineen. -- Did not 
vaccinate. in consequence of the severe 
weather. 


Dunmanway; Dunmanway, W.—Owing 
to the severe weather vaccination is rather 
backward. 


Fermoy ; Ballynoe.--Very few. children 
came in for vaccination in consequence of 
the extreme cold. ‘There were a few cases of 
whooping-cough (pertussis), but no deaths. 


Fermoy ; Fermoy, W.-~Whooping-cough 
prevailed extensively amongst children, it is 
now however disappearing. A large number 
of children and others are still suffering 
from catarrhal chest affections. 


Fermoy ; Rathcormack.-—The recent bad 
weather is the cause of the small namber of 
vaccinations. 


Kanturk ; Kanturk, W.—Vaccinations 
postponed owing to severity of weather 
until the middle of March. 


KILMALLOCK ; Charleville, part of.—We 
have had a great many cases of influenza, 
and one serious case of typhoid fever, with 
a relapse. She is now getting well, 


KinsateE ; Ballyfeard.-- One case of 
scarlet fever, with kidney complications, 
treated. Made a good recovery. 


Kiysa.e ; Kinsale, W.-- Several cases of 
pleuro-pneumonia and pneumonia. 


“Macroom, Inchigeelagh. — Vaccination 
very backward owing to the very severe 


} winter. m 
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Macroom; Macroom, W.--The death of 
a man aged 100 years was registered. The 
informant was positive the age stated was 
correct. 5 5. 


Matoyw ; Ballyclogh.--Some whooping- 
cough still prevails, which has retarded 
vaccination. 


MALLow ; Rahan.——Four cases of typhoid 
fever occurred ; one case died. Vaccination 
has been postponed in consequence of the 
severe snow and weather. 


MippLeTon ; Walshtownmore, East.— 


Vaccination very backward on account of | 


the severity of the weather. 


MircHELstown ; Kildorrery.— Owing to 
the cold harsh weather and an epidemic of 
influenza, children could not be brought for 
vaccination, but immediately the climate 
becomes mild, I will have them all vaccin- 
ated, 


. MitcHEtstown ; Mitchelstown, part of, 
W.—Vaccination almost entirely postponed 
owing-to the prevalence of scabies in addition 
to the very severe cold. 


SKIBBEREEN; Dromdaleague.—Vaccin- 
ation postponed owing to influenza. 


SKIBBEREEN; Tullagh.—The fever which 
appeared in the southern part of the district 
is now gone. 


SKULL; Skull, W.—-Owing to the severity 
of the weather, the mortality amongst old 
people was very high. 


Kerry County. 


CAHERSIVEEN ; Caher.—-There were some 
cases of influenza, but it is now fast dis- 
appearing ; also one case of typhoid fever, 
but patient is convalescent. 


CAHERSIVEEN ;. Emlagh. — Vaccination 
had to be postponed during the exceptionally 
severe weather which prevailed during great 
part of the quarter. 


CAHERSIVEEN ; Valencia.—It is remark- 
able, that of the thirteen deaths registered, 
ten are of aged persons, averaging 81 years 
each. The inclemency of the weather 
during the past quarter accounts for this 
high death rate amongst the old and infirm. 


DINGLE ; Castlegregory.—lI registered the 
death of a centenarian. 


DinGLE; Ventry.—One death from in- 
fluenza. One woman died at the age of 
100 years. Her intellect was sound until 
the last three or four days. Sporadic cases 
of influenza during March. 


KENMARE; Twuosist.—The weather has 
been so severe that it has been impossible to 


get the people to bring their children for 
vaecination, 


KILLARNEY ; Coom.-—Influenza prevalent 
during the last month of the quarter, attended 
in the majority of cases with pneumonia. 
Vaccination had to be postponed owing to 
severity of weather. — 
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KILLARNEY ; Killarney, No. 1, W.— 
Scarcely any children vaccinated owing to 


the exceptional severity of the weather 


during most of quarter. 


KitLtARNuiY ; Molahiffe.—Typhoid fever 
was prevalent during January and February 
in all 13 cases; but has now totally dis- 
appeared. 


ListowEL ; Ballylongford.—-Vaccination 
is somewhat backward, but during. the 
current quarter I expect all defaulters will 
come in.. 


ListowEL; Tarbert, No. 1, part ofi— 
Influenza prevalent during the quarter. 


TRALEE; Castleisland. — Vaccination 
backward owing to the very cold weather. 
No case of fever for the past month or 
more. ; ; 


_ TRALEE; Castlemaine.—-A few cases of 
typhoid fever. Patients removed to hospital 
and houses disinfected. The disease did not 
spread. 


TRALEE; Tralee, No. 1, W.—Some cases 
of influenza appearing within the past 
month, 


- Limerick County. 


Croom; Castletown.—This has been a 
most unhealthy quarter. There has been 
an epidemic of influenza of a more severe 
type than I ever before experienced, being 
complicated, in many instances, by bronchitis 
or pneumonia, and in a few by pleurisy. 
Parents and guardians swo motu, postponed 
primary vaccination, of which there were 
but two cases. 


Croom; Croom, 
influenza. 


KILMALLOCK ; Bruff---Vaccination post- 
poned in consequence of inclemency of the 
weather. Influenza of a mild type prevails. 


KiILMALLOCK ; Bruree.—Influenza is very 
prevalent of the pulmonary and abdominal 
types. 

KILMALLOCK; Charleville, part of.—See 
note under head of Cork County. 


KILMALLOOK ; Hospital.—Influenza has 
prevailed here during the month of March— 
even amongst the infants—preventing vac- 
cination. 

LIMERICK ; Annacotty.—Influenza of a 


mild type prevalent during the early part of 
the quarter. . 


W.--Several cases of 


LimERIcK ; Clarina.—One case of death 
from hydrophobia has occurred, not yet 
registered. This was the case of an old 
man about 70 years. I saw him on the 
22nd March, found temperature normal, 
pulse quiet and regular—70. Complained 
of pain in the left arm, and a difficulty in 
swallowing, especially fluids. On bein 

questioned remembered then that he had been 
bitten by a small dog five months previously, 
and had applied some quack remedy; no 
cauterization, no cicatrix, died quietly on 
24th March, exhausted. 
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Limerick; Moroe.—-A mild form of 
influenza occurred, followed in some cases 
by pneumonia.

MitcHELsTOWN ; Galbally.—-One death 
of a person registered having attained the 
age of 108 years, and retaining his mental 
and physical powers to the last.

DUNGARVAN; Ringville.—The extreme 
severity of the winter was very trying to 
the poor, the aged, and infirm, but Provi- 
dence was merciful, and enabled them to 
struggle through it. Pulmonary diseases 
were, of course, prevalent. A few typical 
cases of influenza, but no epidemic; no fever 
of any type. 


KriumactHomas ; Kilmacthomas, W.— 
Out of forty-six deaths which occurred in 
my district during the quarter, thirty were 
aged 60 years and upwards, and nineteen 
occurred in the workhouse here ; the largest 
mortality I can remember since I took 
charge of the hospitals there, some eighteen 
years ago. ‘These deaths were not due to 
any specific cause, senile debility, weakened 
circulation, and the intense cold of the 
weather accounting for them. Two deaths 
from suppressed scarlatina were registered. 
Now no zymotic disease exists. I had two 
cases of small-pox in hospital, which did 
well; disease imported from Dublin.

ArmaGH; Keady.—Most of the farmers’ 
and labourers’ houses are rendered more or 
less unhealthy by the earthen floors which 
cannot be washed, and necessarily .contain- 
ing much organic matter contaminate the 
air of rooms as the ground air rises. I 
believe the prevalence of lung diseases is at 


least partially attributable to this cause. 


ARMAGH ; Loughgall.—There were several 
cases of scarlatina of a mildtype. Whooping- 
cough is still prevalent. 


ArmAGH; Markethill—Mumps and 
whooping-cough have been epidemic. The 
severe winter caused the deaths of a great 
number of very old persons. I registered 
the death of one person aged 100 years, five 
aged 90 years and over, nine aged 80 years 
and over, and fifteen ‘aged 70 -years and 
over.

BANBRIDGE; Tanderagee.—One case of 
sinall--pox occurred on the 13th March in a 
populous part of the town, but up to the 
present date there has been no extension of 
the disease.

BALLINASLOE ; Killaan.—Scarlatina and 
measles very prevalent, but not of a severe 
type.

On the whole, 
apart from children’s specific diseases, the 
health of this district is very good at present, 
and for the past month. 


BALLINASLOE ; Kiltormer.—The small- 
ness of the vaccination return is accounted 
for by the severe winter we have had, 
and by an epidemic of measles; it was 
impossible to get parties to bring out their 
children.

not yet registered. Owing to very active 
measures taken, the disease did not spread, 
and there is no fever at present in the 
locality.

During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in 
the 802 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 27,680 births—a number equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 24:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population 
—and 22,397 deaths, representing an annual rate of 19°6 per 1,000. 
In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal © 
Trish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 23,852 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 18,569 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in 
the population during the quarter. The population estimated to the 
middle of this year is 4,574,807.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 30°7 in every 
1,000 of ‘the estimated population, and the death-rate 17-1 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-2 under the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, but 0-2 over 
the rate for the second quarter of 1894. The deaths are above those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1894 to the extent of 1,027 ; 
the death-rate is 1:0 over the rate for that quarter, and 0-7 over 
the average for the second quarter of the ten years 1885-94. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1894, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a 
decrease of 1,092 or 2°6 per cent, in the average number of Workhouse 
inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 1,339 or 
2°3 pet, cent., in the average number of persons on out-door relief,

MARRIAGES. 


‘The marriages (7,458) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1895 are equivalent to an annual rate of 6:5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 13 over the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
last year, and 0-7 over the average rate for the first quarter of the 
ten years 1885-94. Of the total marriages 6,005 were registered under 
the provisions of the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,453 under the 7 & 8 
Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 7:0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate 
of 5:2 per 1,000 of the members of ‘all other religious persuasions. 
Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the last ten years, 
the rate for Roman Catholic marriages shows an increase of 1:1, and 
that for all ‘other marriages is equal to the average, It is to be 
borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages are celebrated in the. 
first quarter, while as regards other marriages, there is generally but 
little difference in the numbers registered in the several quarters.

30th June last was 22, 30%ee) 070 males and 11,327 females—afford- 
ing an annual ratio of Lin every 51:1, or 19°6 per A ,000 of the estimated 
population, against an average rate of 18-9 per "1,000 for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the last ten years. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 21°4 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 17 ‘1; in Ulster, 21:0 ; 
and in Connaught, 14:0. 

The county death-rates* range from 12°8 in Sligo, to 28: 9 in Dublin, 
Between these rates the lowest five are—Kerry, 13-5 ; Roscommon, 
135 ; Mayo, 13-6; Longford, 14:0 ; and Leitrim, .14°7 ; and the highest 
five are—Antrim, 24:8 ; Down, 23°8 ; Carlow, 23-0 ; Londonderry, 21:6 ;

Ages.—Of the 22,397 deaths registered last quarter, 2,623, or 11:7 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 9,536, or 42°6 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 94°8 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 11:6 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11:9 per cent.; in Ulster, 12°3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
9°5 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 41°5 per cent.; in 
Munster to 43°8 per cent.; in Ulster to 41°4 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 47:0 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


The mortality in Jreland during last quarter, as already indicated, 
was somewhat above the average for the corresponding quarter of the, 
last ten years. A reference to the Registrars’ Notes (see pages 172--9) . 
will show that the increase is due to the prevalence of influenza and its 
pulmonary complications in many parts of the country. The aggregate 
number of deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* was unusually 
low, and, allowing for the decrease in the population, shows a decline of 
about 33 per cent. as compared with the average number of deaths from 
those causes in thesecond quarter of the ten years 1885-94. Compared with 
the preceding quarter there was a marked declinein the mortality from 
small-pox in the Dublin Registration District, and there were only five 
deaths from that disease in other parts of Ireland. ‘The mortality from 
enteric fever, taking the country as a whole, was the lowest yet recorded, 
as also was that from measles, the deaths from the latter disease having 
been very few. | 


Diseases.—-The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered during last quarter is 896, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 0°8 per 1,000 living, being 0-3 under the rate for the

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preceding three months, 0°5 under that for the second quarter of last 
year, and 0-4 under the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1885-94. 


$mall-pox,__ Deaths from this disease, which had risen from 18 in the 
third quarter of last year to 52 in the fourth quarter of that year, and 
to 941in the quarter ended 31st March last, fell last quarter to 28, of 
which 23 were in the Dablin Registration District (where occurred 
nearly all of the fatal cases of the disease above referred to), one in 
Banbridge Union, two in Enniscorthy Union, one in Newry Union 
(where the disease caused 8 deaths during the first quarter of this year) 
and one in Rathdown Union. The only deaths from small-pox regis- 
tered in Ireland in the second quarter of any of the five years 1890--4, 
were two in the June quarter of 1891, and one in the corresponding 

quarter of last year. 


Measles.-—There were but 42 deaths from measles registered during 
the quarter, a number which is only about one-eighth of the average 
(328) for the corresponding quarter of the last five years,and 93 below the 
number for the quarter ended 31st March last. More than one-fourth 
of the deaths from this cause last quarter were in Belfast, where there 
were 12, and the only other Union in which 5 or more occurred is Lurgan, 
where there were 5. The respective numbers for the four Provinces are: 
—Leinster 2, Munster 6, Ulster 23, and Connaught 11. 


Scarlatina.—The mortality from scarlatina was slightly under the 
average for the June quarter of recent years, and showed a considerable 
decline as compared with the deaths in the first three months of this 
year, the number of deaths being 95.or 7 below the average for the 
second quarter of the five years 1890--4, and 38 under the number 
for the quarter ended 31st March last. The distribution of the 95 deaths 
through the four Provinces was as follows :—27 in Leinster, 26 in 
Munster, 36 in Ulster, and 6 in Connaught... The disease caused 10 
deaths—equal to an annual rate of 2 per 1,000 of the population—in

Of 
the 117 deaths, 44, or 38 per cent. occurred in Belfast Union (where 
during the preceding quarter there were 32 deaths from this disease, 
and during the second quarter of last year 46), 16 in the Dublin 
Registration District, 5 in Ballymena Union, and 5 in Banbridge 
Union. In 114 of the 159 Unions no deaths from enteric fever were 
recorded.

IV. PROVINCE OF CONNAUGHT. 
Galway County. 


BALLINASLOE ; Killaan.—The epidemic 
of measles which prevailed so extensively 
during the winter and spring months has now 
disappeared. Scarlatinaof a mild type with 
a few exceptions) prevailed in two elec- 
toral divisions of this district during the 
past three or four months. It has now 
almost disappeared. The attendance of 
children from infected houses at the National 
schools was the medium that conveyed the 
disease into many a household, and in my 
estimation the securing of teachers’ salaries 
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is by no means an adequate return for the 
amount of misery,expense and danger to life 
coincident to the Spread of that fell disease 
among families in which the children are 
so numerous as they are in the rural districts 
of Ireland. In one family I have seen three 
generations prostrated during this late epi- 
demic. There, were some fifteen members 
of the family attacked, and all recovered 
except one child of three years. School 
managers having no personal experience of 
the consequences of an outbreak of scarlatina 
in a family of many children, do not 
appreciate the gravity of it, and I think 
that the sanitary authority in each district 
should have absolute power to close schools 
temporarily, or to forbid attendance from 
infected areas, until the medical officer 
could certify that probable danger had 
passed away. Vaccination defaulters are 
still numerous notwithstanding the favour- 
able season just past. Apart from the epi- 
demics mentioned the public health of this 
district has been very good. 


BALLINROBE ; Cappaghduf, part of.— 
A number of vaccinations postponed owing 
to measles and whooping-cough being 
prevalent. 


CuiFDEN ; Roundstone, No. 1.—A spora- 
dic case of typhus ended fatally, but no 
epidemic exists. Four of the deaths regis- 
tered were of persons aged 80 years and 
upwards. 


CLIFDEN ; Roundstone, No. 2.— In con- 
sequence of ill-defined fever and whooping- 
cough, both of which proved fatal in some 
cases, parents have been unwilling to 
present their children for vaccination ; but 
as these have almost disappeared, it is 
expected that vaccination will immediately 
commence and be continued until all the 
children be vaccinated. 


GALWAy; Oranmore.—Of the deaths 
registered three were reaper tin ely aged 80, 
83, and 89 years. . 


GALWAY ; Turloughmore. — Scarlatina 
has been very prevalent. 


GLENNAMADDY ; ~Glennamaddy, W.— 
Some cases of fever have occurred, and are 
at present under treatment in union _hos- 
pital, where they are convalescing very 
favourably. 


LoucHrea; Athenry.—The deaths of 
three persons aged respectively 90, 90, and 
87 years have been registered. 


Loucurea; Bullawn.—Three deaths 
were registered wherein the ages were 
respectively 80, 82, and 85 years, also three 
deaths from influenza. 


LouGHREA ; Woodford.—Three deaths 
from phthisis and one from tabes mesenterica. 
In four families typhoid fever has attacked 
seven people altogether, one died, one is now 
in the second week of the disease, the rest 
are either convalescent or recovered. This 
little epidemic seems to liave arisen in one 
family from drinking rain water which had 
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lain stagnant in a cask; a relative and a 
servant of this family each got infected, and 
took it to their respective homes, where how- 
ever it did not spread. In the fourth 
family (where three persons were attacked, 
one dying) no connection with the other 


cases could be traced, but water was used | 


which flowed from a shallow pond in which 
cattle used to stand in hot weather. 


OuGHTERARD; Lettermore. — Epidemic 
of typhus fever. Eleven cases. Medical 
officer contracted disease in discharge of his 
duty and died. Sanitation as a rule very 
defective—ventilation very bad. Of the 
deaths registered one reached the age of 97 
years, one 88, and one 80. Registration 
work backward owing to fever illness and 
death of Registrar. 


Tuam; Abbey.—Some private cases of 
scarlatina, but none came under my notice 
as dispensary medical officer, although I 
believe it is in the district,

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in 
the 802 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,138 births—a number equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 22:9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population 
—and 17,001 deaths, representing an annual rate of 14:9 per 1,000. 
In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 
Trish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 13,336 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 4,199 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in 
the population, which is estimated to have been 4,574,807 in the 
middle of the year.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 30:3 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 17°5 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°7 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, and 1°3 over 
the rate for the third quarter of 1894. The deaths are above those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1894 to the extent of 435 ; 
the death-rate is 0°5 over the rate for that quarter, and 01 over 
the average for the third quarter of the ten years 1885-94. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1894, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a 
decrease of 418 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 108 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief.

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Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 
1885-94 the number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 1 ,872, 
or 4°5 per cent., and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease 
of 4,647, or 7-7 per cent. The estimated decrease in the population as 
compared with the average population for those years is 3-7 per cent. 

The marriage-rate (4° 4) for the second quarter of 1895 is 0-4 over the 
average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1885-94.

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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages (5,007) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1895 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:2 under the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
last year, but 0- “4 over the average rate for the second quarter of the 
ten years 1885-94. Of the total marriages 3,308 were registered under 
the provisions of the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,699 under the 7 & 8 
Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 3°8 per 1,000. of the 
estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate 
of 6:0 per 1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions, 
Each of these rates shows an increase of 0-3 as compared with the 
corresponding average rate for the second quarter of the last ten years. 
It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater 
portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages are celebr ated 
in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages, there is generally 
but little difference in the numbers registered in the several quarters.

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Ages.—Of the 17,001 deaths registered last quarter, 2,655, or 15°5 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 6,291, or 37:0 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 100°8 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 17°5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 15:1 per cent. ; in Ulster, 15:7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10°6 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 33°3 per cent. ; 1 
Munster to 39°3 per cent.; in Ulster to 35°6 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 46°6 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Although slightly in excess of the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years, the annual rate of mortality represented 
by the deaths registered in Ireland during last quarter cannot be re- 
garded as excessive, it being but 14°9 per 1,000 of the population. 
Diarrhea was prevalent and fatal in Dublin and Belfast, aud a few 
other Urban Districts ; the prevalence of scarlatina and whooping cough 
was reported from some localities, and deaths from enteric fever were 
rather numerous in Belfast ; but the deaths from small-pox in the Dublin 
Registration District were much fewer than im the earlier part of the 
year ; there were only two deaths from that disease in other parts of 
the country ; and the aggregate mortality from the principal zymotic 
diseases* compares favourably with the average for the third ia of 
the ten years 1885-94, 

Diseases,—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered during last quarter is 1,295, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 1:1 per 1,000 living, being 0°3 over the rate for the preceding 
three months, equal to that for the third quarter of last year, and 0:2 
under the average rate for the third quarter of the ten years 1885-94.

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Smail-pox.—-Deaths from small-pox, which had fallen from 94 in the 
first quarter of this year to 28 in the June quarter, further declined 
last quarter to 14, of which 12 occurred in the Dublin Registration 
District, | in Rathdown Union, and 1 in Banbridge Union. The only 
deaths from this disease registered in the third quarter of any of the 
five years, 1890-94, were 18 in the September quarter of last year. 


Measles caused but 36 deaths during the quarter, being less than 
one-fourth of the average (156) for the corresponding quarter of the last 
five years, and 6 under the low number for the quarter ended the 30th 
June last. Of the 36 deaths, 22 occurred in the Province of Ulster, 7 in 
Munster, 5 in Connaught, and 2 in Leinster. The only Unions or 
Superintendent Registrars’ Districts where more than. 3 deaths from 
measles were registered are Millford and Belfast, in the former of which 
there were 10, and in the latter, 6, the 10 deaths in Miullford Union 
including 6 (equal to an annual rate of 5:4 per 1,0C0 of the population) 
in Rathmelton district. 


Scarlatina.— There were 120 deaths from scarlatina registered, being 
25 over the number for the preceding three months, and 34 in excess of 
the average for the third quarter of the five years 1890-94, but 17 under 
the number for the third quarter of last year. More than one-half of 
the 120 deaths occurred in Ulster, where there were 63; the number 
for Leinster is 28, for Munster 21, and for Connaught 8. There are 
6 Unions in which 5 or more deaths from scarlatina were registered ; 
these are, Bailieborough, where there were 5 deaths, Ballymena, 9 deaths, 
Belfast, 23, Dublin South, 9, Limerick, 7, and Londonderry, 8. The 
only one of these Unions in which the annual rate represented by the 
deaths from scarlatina amounts to | per 1,000 of the population is Bailie- 
borough, the rate for which is 1:2, and all. of the fatal cases of the 
disease (5) in that Union occurred in Kingscourt District, where 5 deaths 
are equal to an annual rate of 6°2 per 1,000. 


Typhus.—This disease caused but 46 deaths, being 9 under the number 
for the preceding three months, and 34 below the average for the third 
quarter of the last five years. Hight of the 46 deaths occurred in the 
Province of Leinster, 22 in Munster, 5 in Ulster, and 11 in Connaught. 
Four deaths were registered in Lettermore District, Oughterard Union 
(being equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000 of the population of the 
district), 6 in Cork Union (including 5 in the City of Cork), and 4 in 
Belfast Union, all of the 4 being in the City of Belfast. The remaining 
32 deaths were distributed over 23 Unions, and there are 1383 Unions 
where no deaths from the disease were recorded. 


Whooping-cough.— The mortality from whooping-cough for last 
quarter was below the average for the corresponding quarter of the last 
five years, and lower than that for any of those periods, the number of 
deaths being 188 or 40 under the average referred to, and 14 under the 
number for the September quarter of 1892 which was the lowest number 
for the third quarter of any of the years 1890-4. It also shows a decline 
of 39 deaths as compared with the number for the second quarter of this 
year, and a fall of 165 from the number for the quarter ended 31st 
March last. The distribution of the 188 deaths through the four Provinces 
is as follows :—Leinster, 70 ; Munster, 46 ; Ulster, 54 ; and Connaught, 
18. There are 9 Unions in which 5 or more deaths from whooping- 
cough occurred, including the following, in which the annual rate 
represented exceeded 1 per 1,000 of the population :—Gorey (8 deaths), 
1-8 per 1,000; Kilkeel (6), 1:3 per 1,000; Skibbereen (15), 2:1 per 
1,000 ; Skull (5), 1:8 per 1,000; and Wexford (14), 1-6 per 1,000, 
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Diphtheria.—There were only 60 deaths from diphtheria, being 10 
below the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five years, 
and | under the number for the quarter ended 30th June last. Of the 60 
deaths, 41, or, more than two-thirds, occurred in Ulster, 11 in Leinster, 
5 in Munster, and 3 in Connaught. The 41 deaths in Ulster comprise 
7 in Belfast Union and 4 in Castleblayney Union, and of the 11 deaths 
in Leinster, 4 (equal to an annual rate of 4 per 1,000 of the population) 
occurred in Kilmaganny District, Callan Union. 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—lorty-seven deaths were re- 
turned under this heading, being one in excess of the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the five years 1890-94, and also one over the 
number for the quarter ended 30th June last. Thirteen of the 47 deaths 
were registered in Belfast Union, and the remaining 34 deaths were 
distributed through 27 Unions, the total number for Leinster being 8 ; 
for Munster, 10; for Ulster, 22; and for Connaught, 7. 


Enteric Fever.— Deaths from enteric fever, which had fallen from 
171 in the first quarter of this year to 117 in the following three 
months, rose last quarter to 152, but this number is 16 under the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the last five years. Nearly 
one-third of the total mortality from this disease occurred in the City of 
Belfast, where it caused 47 deaths, a number equa] to an annual rate of 
0-7 per 1,000 of the population. The total number for the Province of 
Ulster, is 91; for Leinster, 37 ; for Munster, 13 ; and for Connaught, 11. 
In 111 of the 159 Unions no deaths from enteric fever were registered, 
and the following 4 Unions furnished 82, or more than one-half of the 
total number for Ireland :—- Belfast, 51 deaths ; Dublin North, 8; Dublin 
South, 13; and Millford, 10; the deaths in the last mentioned Union 
including 6 (equal to an annual rate of 4°3 per 1,000 of the population) 
in Fanad_ District. 


Diarrhoea.— Owing to the prevalence of the disease in some of the 
Urban Districts, notably in Belfast and Dublin, the mortality from 
diarrhoea was above the average, the number of deaths being 616, or 64 
in excess of the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1890-4, and 286 over the comparatively low number for the third quarter 
of last year. Of the 616 deaths, 469, or 76 per cent., occurred in the 
Urban Sanitary Districts which contain only about one-fourth of the 
total population of the country. The 469 deaths in the Urban Districts 
include 194—-equal to an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000 living—ain the 
City of Belfast, and 173 (equivalent to an annual rate of 2 per 1,000 of 
the population) in the Dublin Registration District. 


Simple Cholera.—Sixteen deaths were ascribed to this disease: 8 
occurred in Leinster,and 8 in Ulster. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Small-pox in 1 district, chicken-pox in 2 districts, measles in 
13, scarlatina in 50, whooping-cough in 28, diphtheria in 14, fever in 32 
(typhus 5, simple continued and ill-defined fever 8, and enteric 19), and 
influenza in 5. 


Inquests.__There were 590 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 29 of the total deaths 
registered. | 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 26 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 28, in Ulster 1 to 28, and in Connaught | to 52. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 17,001 deaths registered, 2,539 
or 14-9 per cent. occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 19-0, in Munster 20-4, in Ulster 9-7, and.in Connaught 11:1.

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VACCINATION, 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
third quarter of the year 1895, there were 22,738 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 2,802 cases the operation was postponed, and 42 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,505 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 27,087 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


ZMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Jreland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last, was 13,336 (5,359 males and 7,977 females), 
being 2,040 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year, but 
1,345 under the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 
1885-94.

PRICES AND PAUPERISM. 


The price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf throughout last 
quarter was 5d., which was also the price of Messrs. Johnston, Mooney, 
and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the third quarter of 1894 
the average price was 43d. 

The average price of oatmeal (1st quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 13s. lld. per cwt., being 7d. under the average for the 
corresponding quarter of 1894. In the third quarter of 1885 the 
average price was 17s. 6d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were ls. 11d. to 2s. 11d. In the third quarter of 1894 
the average prices were 3s. 7d. to 4s. 10d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1885 they were 2s. 9d. to 4s. 5d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 46s. 6d. to 58s. 6d. per ewt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1894 the average prices were from 45s. to 57s., and in 
the third quarter of 1885 they were from 52s. 6d. to 64s. 6d. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter was 16s. per ton. 

The highest price of 232 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £108, and the lowest £1063. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank 
of Ireland remained during the quarter at 3 per cent., to which it had 
been reduced on 22nd February, i894. 


Nors--The prices of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange have been kindly 
furnished by the Registrar. 
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The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the third quarter of 1895 was 39,449, or 418 under 
the average for the corresponding period in 1894. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 56,037, being 108 over the average for the third 
quarter of 1894. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the third quarter of 
1895, an average number of.1,392 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1894 the average weekly number was 1,198.

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1895 
was 29-926 inches, against an average of 29: 927 inches for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the five years 1890-94 ; the highest reading (30°424 
inches) was on the 20th September, at 9 a.m., wind N.N.E.; and the 
lowest (29°255 inches) on the 11th August, at 9 a.m., wind E.S.E. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 57°5°, against 
an average of 56°4° for the third quarter of the five years 1890-94. The 
maximum temperature was 75:1°, and the minimum 34:5°. The maxi- 
mum heat in sun was 131:3°, and the minimum on the grass 30°7°. 

Rain fell on 56 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
10°365 inches, against an average of 7:971 inches for the third quarter 
of the five years 1890-94. The greatest monthly rainfall was in J uly, 
when 4:985 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 31 days from W., on 15 days each from 8. and 
S.W., on 9 days from E., on 3 days from N.W., on 2 days each from 
N. and 8.E., on 1 day from N.E., and the air was calm on 14 days.

14-5 hours on the 6th and 12th. The maximum ozone was 1%, the 
minimum ‘l, and the mean ‘6. Rain fell on 21 days. The rain-fall 
measured 4°985 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 1680 
inches on the 25th.

During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered in 
the 802 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,535 births—a number equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 21:5 in every 1,000 of the estimated populaticn 
—and 19,049 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16-7 per 1,000. 
In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 
Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 5,775 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 289 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in the 
population during the quarter. The population, estimated to the middle 
of the year 1895, was 4,574,807.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 28-5 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 17-7 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-3 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1885-94, but 0-2 under 
the rate for the fourth quarter of 1894. The deaths are above those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1894 to the extent of 226 ; 
the death-rate is 0°4 over the rate for that quarter, but 0:1 under 
the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1885-94. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1894, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a 
decrease of 363 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 1,699, or 3°1 per cent. 
in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 
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Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 


1885-94 the number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 2,126, ° 


or 4°9 per cent., and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease 
of 5,425, or 9:2 per cent. The estimated decrease in the population as 
compared with the average population for those years is 3°7 per cent. 
The marriage-rate (4:5) for the third quarter of 1895 is 0°5 over the 
average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1885-94.

KLARRIAGES. 


The marriages (5,096) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1895 are equivalent toan annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-1 over the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1894, and 0°5 over the average rate for the third quarter of the 
ten years 1885-94, Of the total marriages 3,273 were registered under 
the provisions of the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,823 under the 7 & 8 
Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 3:8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate 
of 6°5 per 1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. 
Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 
1885-94 the rate for Roman Catholic marriages shows an increase of 0:5, 
and that for all other marriages an increase of 0°4. It is to be borne in 
mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of the annual 
number of Roman Catholic marriages are celebrated in the first quarter, 
while as regards other marriages, there is generally but little difference 
in the numbers registered in the several quarters.

_ The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
December last was 24,535—12,651 boys and 11,884 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 46:6, or 21°5 per 1,000 of the 
‘estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
‘the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1885-94 was 25,134, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 21:2 per 1,000 of the estimated mean

The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
31st December last was 19,049—9,478 males and 9,571 females—afford- 
ing an annual ratio of 1 in every 60:0, or 16-7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
“population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten 

years 1885-94 was 16°8 per 1,000. | 

The death-rate in Leinster was 18-1 per 1,000 of the population 

according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 15:5; in Ulster, 170.5 
and in Connaught, 12°5. 

The county death-rates* range from 11-2 in Sligo, to 22-0 in Dublin. 

Between these rates the lowest five are—Roscommon, 11°7 ; Leitrim,

Ages.—Of the 19,049 deaths registered last quarter, 2,693, or 14:1 © 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,774, or 40°8 per ~ 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 109°8 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
yeat old equalled 140 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 14:8 per cent.; in Ulster, 14:8 per cent. ; ; and in Connaught, 
11:2 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 39:2 per cent. ; *in 
Munster to 43:4 per cent.; in Ulster to 37°7 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 49°1 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


As already stated, the general death-rate for last quarter is slightly 
below the average for the corresponding quarters of the ien years 
1885-94; the rate represented by the mortality from the -principal 
zymotic diseases* also is below the average for those periods. The 
mortality from scarlatina was above, and that from enteric fever was. 
equal to, the average for the fourth quarter in recent years, but on the 
other hand deaths from whooping-cough fell much short of the average, 
and the mortality from measles was very small. More than one-fourth 
of the deaths from scarlatina and about one-third of those from enteric — 
fever occurred in Belfast Union, while considerably more than one-third _ 
of the deaths from whooping-cough occurred in the county of Cork. — 
There was a further decline in the number of deaths from small-pox — 
in the Dublin Registration District, the disease causing only 8 deaths 
there, and there was but one death from it registered outside of that area. 

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotie 
diseases* registered during last quarter is 1,148, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 1:0 per 1,000 living, being 0-1 ender the rate for the 
preceding three shonthis, and that for the fourth quarter of the year —

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Smali-pox.—The only deaths from small-pox registered during last 


‘quarter are 8 in the city of Dublin, and 1 in the Killyon Registrar's 


‘District, Parsonstown Union. In the corresponding quarter of 1894, 
there were 52 deaths from the disease, and in the first quarter of 


last year the number amounted to 94; in the following quarter, 


however, the fatal cases fell to 28, and in the September quarter 


there were only 14. More than five-sixths of all the deaths 
from small-pox here referred to occurred in the Dublin Registration 


- District. 


Measles.—In only 8 of the 159 Unions or Superintendent 


Registrars’ Districts were there any deaths from measles registered 


during last quarter, and the total number for Ireland is but 48, 


or very little more than one-third of the average for the corresponding 


quarters of the five years 1890-94, and 64 under the number for 


the fourth quarter of 1894. The 43 deaths consist of 3 in 


‘the province of Leinster, 2 in Munster, and 38 in Ulster, 
those in the last-named province including 30 in Belfast Union—of 


which 24, equal to an annual rate of 4:1 per 1,000 of the population 


‘in 1891, were in Castlereagh No. 4 District—and 5 in the Union of 
‘ Millford. 


Scarlatina.—The deaths from scarlatina amount to 204, which num- 


ber is 84 or 70 per cent. over that for the preceding three months, and 


also 84 in excess of the average for the fourth quarter of the 


five years 1890-94, and shows the highest mortality for any quarter 
since the second quarter of the year 1888, when 229 deaths from this 


cause were registered. Nearly one-fourth (49) of the 204 fatal 


eases of the disease last quarter occurred in the city of Belfast, where 


during the preceding three months there were 21 deaths from 


it. There are 12 Unions in each of which 5 or more deaths from 


scarlatina were recorded, viz.:—Ballycastle, 5 deaths (equal to an 


annual rate of 1:4 per 1,000 of the population); Ballymena, 11 ; 


Belfast, 56; Dublin North, 6; Dublin South, 9; Dungarvan, 
5 (equivalent to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000 persons); Kells, 5 
(all of which occurred in Moynalty District, where 5 deaths in a 


“quarter are equal to an annual rate of 4:2 per 1,000 of the population) ; 


Kilrush, 7 (all in Craggaknock District, where 7 deaths in a 
quarter represent an annual rate of 3:5 per 1,000) ; Larne, 5; Limerick, 


-5;  Mountmellick, 5: and Omagh, 9. The remaining 76 deaths 


were distributed over 45 Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ 
Districts, and there are 102 Unions where no deaths from the disease were 


registered, The respective numbers for the Provinces are :—Leinster, 


42; Munster, 29; Ulster, 124; and Connaught, 9. 


Typhus.—The number of deaths from typhus is 51, being 5 over the 
number for the preceding quarter, and 16 in excess of that for the fourth 


quarter of 1894, but 14 under the average for the fourth quarter of the 


five years 1890-94. The 51 deaths were distributed as follows :—17 in 
Leinster (including 5—equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000 of the 
population—in Kells Union, and 6—equal to an annual rate of 1-7 per 


—1,000—in Shillelagh Union) ; 15 in Munster (of which 5 were in Cork 


Union) ; 15 in Ulster ; and 4 in Connaught. 


Whooping-cough.—Deaths from whooping-cough, which had fallen 
from 353 for the first quarter of 1895 to 227 for the second and 188 for the 
third, further declined last quarter to 179, which number is 63 or 26 per 


cent. below the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 


1890-94. There are 12 Unions in each of which 5 or more deaths from 


.whooping-cough were registered, and in those Unions 123 of the 179 


deaths occurred. They include Belfast, where there were 33 fatal cases 


-of the disease, and the following Unions, in which the annual rate 
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represented by the deaths from this cause exceeded 1 per 1,000 of the — 
population at all ages, viz. :—Bandon (6 deaths), 1:2 per 1,000; Gore 
(5 deaths), 1:1 per 1,000; Mitchelstown (13 deaths), 3: 3 per 1,000 ; 
Skibbereen (14 deaths), ae 0 per 1,000; and Skull (14 deaths), 5: 0 ner 
1,000. The total number for the Province of Leinster is 30 ; for 
Munster, 73; for Ulster, 66 ; and for Connaught, 10. , 

Diphtheria,—The number of deaths from diphtheria is 84, being 24 
over the number for the preceding three months, but 22 under the 
average for the fourth quarter of the five years 1890-94. Of the 84 
deaths, 16 occurred in the Province of Leinster (including 5 in Dublin 
South Union) ; 16 in Munster ; 43 in Ulster (including 6 in Ballymena 
Union and 10 in Belfast Union) ; ; and 9 in Connaught. 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—There were only 36 deaths 
returned under this heading, being 11 under the number for the pre- 
ceding three months, and one under the average for the fourth quarter 
of the five years 1890-4. The 36 deaths-consist of 7 in Leinster, 7 in 
Munster, 14 in Ulster, and 8 in Connaught. Ten of the 14 deaths in’ 
Ulster were in the Union of Belfast. 

Enteric Fever.—The average number of deaths from enteric fever 
in the fourth quarter of the five years 1890-4 was 216, the numbers 
ranging from 171 in the fourth quarter of 1894 to 257 in the last three 
months of 1893. During last quarter 216 deaths from the disease were | 
registered, so that the mortality, although greater than in the last quarter 
_of "1894, was not above the average for the December quarter of the five 
years : it was, however, in excess of that for any of the first three quarters 

of last year, the respective numbers for which were :—first quarter 171 
deaths; second, 117; third, 152. During last quarter, as in the pre- 
ceding three months nearly one-third of the mortality from this disease 
was in the city of Belfast, 67 of the 216 deaths having occurred there. 
In Callan Union there were 6 deaths from enteric fever, this number 
being equal to an annual rate of 1:6 per 1,000 of the population; in 
Dublin North Union there were 13; in Dublin South 21; and in 
Cork Union 8. It will be observed that the deaths from this disease in 
the city of Belfast and the four Unions here named amount to 115 or 
more than one-half of the total number for Ireland: the remaining 1 
deaths were distributed over 60 Unions, and there are 94 Unions in 
- which no deaths from enteric fever were registered. The total number fou ; 
Leinster is 62; for Munster, 35 ; for Ulster, 108; and for Connaught, 11 

Diarrhoea caused 318 deaths, being 49. over the number for the 

corresponding quarter of the preceding year, and 23 above the average 

for the fourth quarter of the five years 1890-4. The respective 
numbers for the four provinces are :—-Leinster, 93; Munster, 76. 
Ulster, 134; and Connaught, 15. The 134 deaths in Ulster include 55 
in the city of Belfast. 

Simple Cholera.—Four deaths in Leinster, 2 in Munster, and 2 i

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VACCINATION, 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
fourth quarter of the year 1895, there were 21,482 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,398 cases the operation was postponed, and 31 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,634 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 

quarter, making a total of 26,545 children with regard to whom

On the form supplied to each Registrar for the purpose of furnishing his Quarterly Return 
he is requested by the Registrar-General to make such observations as he may consider desirable 
with reference to the Sanitary arrangementsin the District, the prevalence or fatality of 
Zymotic or other diseases, and, in general, any circumstance affecting the Public Health 


which, in his opinion, deserves attention.

ArMAGH ; Blackwatertown.—The district 
is healthy, althougb influenza has _ been 
more or less prevalent. 


ArMAGH; Markethill. — Diarrhcea was 
prevalent during the past fortnight and 
caused one death. 


Newry ; Mullaghglass.—This day (81st 


December) I saw a case of typhus fever. 
Disease contracted at Govan, Glasgow.

have directed her immediate removal to hos- 
pital and the house to be disinfected, 


Cavan County. 


Barireporovucu; Bailieborough, W. — 
Owing to an epidemic of scarlatina I post- 
poned all vaccinations. 


BaILIEBOROUGH ; Kingscourt. — Only 
three cases of successful vaccinations were 
registered during the quarter, as, owing to 
the occurrence of some cases of scarlatina in 
the district during the previous quarter, the 
performance ef vaccination was suspended. 


BawnsBoyr ; Ballyconnell, W.—Catarrhal 
affections have diminished the vaccination 
rate this quarter and are still prevalent, 
though mild.

MAGHERAFELT; Moneymore,--An out- 
break of fever occurred in the townland of 
Killybarn in this district, in the beginning 
of December. Six persons were affected in 
one house, and one in a neighbouring house. 
Five were 1emoved to hospital, and two are 
convalescent at home. There have been no 
fresh cases for the past three weeks, and I 
hope from the sanitary precautions taken

Armacn;  Caledon.—During the” past’ 
week a few. isolated cases of influenza ap-" 


| peared. 


CasTLEDERG ; Drumquin.—Two deaths. 
from diphtheria registered during the early » 
part of the quarter, but the disease is now 
only slightly prevalent. 


CrocueEr; Baillygawley.—Scarlatina of 
a severe type prevalent in neighbouring 
districts—prevents parents bringing in chil-’ 
dren for vaccination. ; 


CirocHER; Fivemiletown. — Scarlatina 
still continues in the district; with excep-- 
tion of a few cases’ the visitation, has been 
of a mild form; we have had .no. deaths . 
resulting from it up to the present. 


Cooxsrown ; Coagh.— A severe epidemic 
of typhus prevailed during the early part 
of the quarter. Over thirty cases were 
sent to hospital. One death occurred in’ 
the district which has not yet been regis- 
tered. 


Cookstown ; Stewartstown.—There are 
some cases of influenza, and one.case of 
scarlatina—a private one. 


OmacH; Drumquin.—A few cases of 
diphtheria, and a few cases of scarlatina, 
but no deaths registered from either. 


} OmacH; Fintona.—The health of the 
district has been fairly good during the past 
quarter. One case of puerperal scarlatina 
reported from the district adjoining Omagh 
No. 1. 


Omacu ; Omagh, No. 1, W.—During the 
quarter there has been an epidemic of 
scarlatina—all the cases, with a few excep- 
tions, being children. Eight deaths from 
it have up to the present been registered. 
Two more which occurred a few days ago 
have still to be registered ; both these cases 
were of a most malignant nature, one a 
child, 7 years; the other, her father, about 
40; death in both cases occurring within 
fourteen hours from commencement. I] am 
hoping the disease is now on the decline, 
every precaution being taken to prevent 
its spread. All the schools have been 
closed since last week of November. 
Whooping-cough has also been very pre- 
valent. Six deaths with chest complica- 
tions have been registered. Sanitary con- 
dition of district is fair, but might be 
better. 


IV. PROVINCE OF CONNAUGEHT. 


Galway County. 


BALLINASLOE ; Ballinasloe, W.—No 
epidemic save bronchial catarrh, principally 
affecting young children. Considerable 
difficulty in getting parents to comply with 
compulsory Vaccination Acts. 
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BAtuInasLoe; Killaan.—Of the five 
deaths registered one was that of a cen- 
tenarian, and probably a decade more; 
whilst another, though registered 90, was 
more probably within three years of the 
century. Within the past ten days an epi- 
demic catarrh prevails extensively amongst 
children. 

BALLIINASLOE ; Laurencetown.—Of the 
deaths registered four were of persons aged 
80, 82, 84, and 88 years respectively. 
There were five cases of typhus fever in the 
district—one proved fatal; the others are 
convalescent, and there have been no other 

cases since the first week in December, 

CuIFDEN ;~ Inishbofin. — The death 
registered was of a person 75 years of age. 

GALWAY; Oranmore.—Of the deaths 
registered during the quarter five were aged 
respectively 74, 81, 83, 84, and 85 years. 

GALWAY ; Turloughmore.—With the 
exception of two cases of mild scarlatina, 
the district has been .very free from 
disease. 

GLENNAMADDY ;_ Williamstown.—The 
sanitary arrangements continue imperfect. 

LoveHrea; Athenry.—The deaths of 
four persons aged 85, 81, 79, and 79 re- 
spectively have been registered during the 
guarter. 

-Loveurea; Bullaun.—Of the seven 
persons aged 60 years and upwards 
whose deaths were registered were re- 
spectively three at 75, one at 76, one at 78, 
one at 80, and one at 84 years of age. 
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| OuGHTERARD; Lettermore.—Owing to 
inclemency of weather I had to postpone » 


vaccination till after the winter months. 


Tuam; Abbey.—Measles and scarlatina 
have been very prevalent. :

of diphtheria and diarrheal affections are
